RAVELS between the peoples of Muslim countries is one 

effective way of uniting the Islamic countries, said the 
Honourable Prime Minister of Malaysia, YAB Dato Seri Dr 
Mahathir Mohamad at the opening of the Second Islamic 
Conference of Tourism Ministers of the Organisation of Islamic

Colourful festivals and carnivals are very much part 
and parcel of the Malaysian lifestyle. Distinctly unique, 
each culture continues to preserve traditions handed down 
through the generations; yet all ethnic festivals and 
carnivals are quintessentially Malaysian. In these often 
dazzling events, the rich cultural diversity and heritage 
come alive. Its is a presentation of exciting sights, sounds, 





culinary delights, 
magnificent ethnic 
attire, melodious 


strains from traditional 
musical instruments, 
scintillating dances, 
exotic arts and crafts, 
and sumptuous 
feasting to make an 
unforgettable, thrilling 
experience. 

Perhaps one of the 
best ways to enjoy 
sunny and harmonious 
Malaysia is to join in the 
festivals and carnivals. 
Malaysia prides itself in 
offering a most unique 
form of hospitality - 
"Open House' — where friends and visitors are invited to 
join in the merry-making by a family celebrating the festival. 
For example, during Hari Raya Aidilfitri, the joyous festival 
to celebrate the end of the fasting month of Ramadhan, 
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The Prime Minister’s Hari Raya Open House 
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Muslim families invite friends from other communities to 
their houses to enjoy some festive fare. 

Significantly, even His Majesty 
The King of Malaysia and The 
Honourable Prime Minister host 
“Open House’ during which foreign 
visitors and Malaysians of all ethnic 
groups and from all walks of life 
drop in to celebrate the festival. 
Likewise, during the major festivals 
of Chinese New Year, Deepavali - 
the Hindu Festival of Light, 
Christmas, Sabah’s Ka'amatan 
Festival and Sarawak's Gawai 
Harvest Festival, government 
leaders of the respective ethnic 
groups host Open House’. The 
Ministry of Culture, Arts and 
Tourism also holds national-level 
"Open House’ at designated venues 
to celebrate these festivals. 


Ramadhan Bazaar 
For Muslims, the holy month of Ramadhan preceding 
Hari Raya Aidilfitri (Eid), is a time of puasa” or fasting from

sunrise to sunset. It is also a great time to savour a wide 
variety of tasty Malay food cooked in the different culinary 
styles of the Malay community. During Ramadhan, all over 
the country, special areas are designated for the numerous 
food sellers to offer their specialties, which are often quickly 
snapped up for buka puasa’ or breaking of the fast. 

In Kuala Lumpur, Jalan Masjid India and Lorong Tuanku 
Abdul Rahman are famous as Ramadhan Bazaar streets, 
where food and a wide assortment of products suitable for 
Hari Raya Aidilfitri, such as clothing, shoes and festive 
decorations can be bought in the carnival 
atmosphere. Hotels and some city restaurants offer 
"Buka Puasa’ dinner buffets, each a tempting, lavish 
array of delicious food which are popular with both 
Muslims and non-Muslims. 


Hari Raya Aidilfitri 

Twinkling lights and flickering oil lamps in 
Muslim homes across the land during Ramadhan hint 
of coming festival joy. Malls and shopping streets are 
often packed with shoppers seeking new clothes and 
shoes, delicacies and other festival items. Hari Raya 
Aidilfitri songs played on the radio and in department 
stores add gaiety. As Ramadhan draws to a close, 
excitement mounts as the Muslim community prepares to 
celebrate Hari Raya Aidilfitri. Carrying gifts, sons and 
daughters working in the cities balik kampung' or return 
to their hometowns or villages to celebrate the joyful festival 
with parents, grandparents and other members of the 
family. 

On Hari Raya Day, following special prayers at mosques 
throughout the country, the merry-making and feasting 
begin. With the house looking its best and delicious Hari 
Raya delicacies laid out, Muslims in Malaysia happily 
welcome family and friends to share the joy of Hari Raya 
Aidilfitri. It is customary to give duit raya’ (gift money in a 
packet) to children. Muslim and non-Muslim Malaysians 
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and foreign guests make their way to the King’s Palace in 
Kuala Lumpur and the Prime Minister’s Residence in 
Putrajaya for the Open House’ hosted by The King of 
Malaysia and the Prime Minister respectively. Other 
government leaders also host Open House’ on the first or 
subsequent days of Hari Raya Aidilfitri, which is celebrated 
for 30 days. The festive greeting is Selamat Hari Raya’. 


Hari Raya Aidiladha 

Muslims are obliged to try their best to perform a haj 
or pilgrimage to the holy city of Mecca at least once in 
their lifetime and Hari Raya Aidiladha is a celebration of 
the pilgrimage. As part of the rituals of Hari Raya Aidiladha, 
cattle and sheep are sacrificed the day before, and the meat 
distributed to the poor and needy. The day begins with 
special prayers and sermons in mosques throughout the 
country, after which the festivity begins. Although 
celebrated on a lesser scale than Hari Raya Aidilfitri and is 
more of a family event, Hari Raya Aidiladha is no less joyous 
an occasion, and sons and daughters join their parents in 
the celebration. 


Chinese New Year 
Fun and laughter fill the air as Chinese New Year 
beckons! A very colourful and boisterous festival, Chinese 





New Year is a major festival of the entire Chinese community 
throughout Malaysia, and falls in January or February 
according to the lunar calendar. The festivity begins about 
a month before the actual festival day, as houses, offices 
and shops get a spring-cleaning and sometimes a fresh coat 
of paint. Red, gold or yellow decorations and auspicious 
wishes in calligraphy are put up to usher in a prosperous 
New Year, and festive cookies and specialties are made or 
bought. During this festive period, the Chinese take care 
to surround themselves with auspicious sayings and items 
whose names sound auspicious in order to bring on good 
fortune in the New Year. Hence, items such as golden- 
hued tangerines or pineapples or kumquats can be found 
in every household. The Chinese Zodiac is a 12 year cycle 
with each year dedicated to an animal, and according to 
traditional Chinese belief, personal and national fortunes 
can be partly ascribed to the animal governing that 
particular year. 

The highlight of Chinese New Year celebration is the 
gathering of the family clan for the sumptuous traditional 
Reunion Dinner on New Year's Eve. The strength of tradition 
and family ties prompt children to try and return to their 
parents’ home for this significant event, hence there is a 
lot of travelling across the country as the Chinese return to 
the ‘ancestral home’. During the 15 days of Chinese New 
Year, there is much feasting and merry-making among 
relatives and friends from different communities. 


Mi 
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It is customary for the Chinese to visit relatives and 
friends during this festive season, bringing gifts of food in 
particular, which are reciprocated, while children receive 
red packets of "lucky money'. The lion and dragon dance 
performances are an important feature of Chinese New Year 
celebration, meant to drive away the old year and usher in 
the new. Many business establishments including hotels, 
stage a lion dance at their premises as an auspicious start 
to another year of business. To the rhythm of drums, 
cymbals and the gong, the performers in their lion costume 
put on an amazing acrobatic display, leaping, jumping and 
climbing up to 'eat' a hanging lettuce, with its auspicious 
Chinese name and colour, and collect its reward, a packet 
of money. The festive greeting is Gong Xi Fa Cai' - Wishing 
you a Happy and Prosperous New Yearl. 


Lantern Festival 

Another colourful traditional Chinese festival, Lantern 
Festival or Mid-autumn Festival is observed on the 15th 
day of the eighth month of the lunar calendar, and 





characterised by mooncakes'- delicate round pastries with 
a sweet filling of lotus seed or red beans, and pretty 
lanterns. Legend has it that the ancient Chinese carried 
out a successful rebellion against the Mongol rulers by 
hiding messages in the mooncakes' which were then 
delivered all over the country. At night, children playing 
with their colourful lit up paper lanterns in assorted shapes 
and designs, from the mythical dragon to a futuristic 
spaceship, cause much excitement and make a pretty sight. 

On Lantern Festival Day, Chinese families celebrate with 
a sumptuous dinner, and enjoy the mooncakes later while 
admiring the beauty of the full moon. Children's lantern 
processions, lantern-making demonstrations and 
competitions or exhibitions of stunning lantern creations 
are part of the celebration. Communities also organise 
gatherings with cultural performances where people of all 
ethnic groups join in the festivity. 


Dragon Boat Festival 
Boom, boom, boom. goes the drum mounted on the 
bow of the dragon boats. Spray flies off the face of the 
lake or sea as teams paddle 
furiously to the drumbeat to 
shoot across the finishing line. 
Supporters cheer almost loud 
enough to drown the 
drumbeat. This is the scene 
at the annual International 
Dragon Boat Festivals in 
Penang and Kota Kinabalu 
(Sabah). The festival attracts 
both foreign and local 
competitors comprising men's, 
women's and mixed teams. 





The Dragon Boat Festival has its origin in ancient 
China, where a beloved poet drowned himself in the river 
to protest against the Emperor's cruel edicts. To prevent 
the fish from eating the poet, the villagers quickly climbed 
into their boats and rowed out into the river, beating drums 
and gongs to scare away the fish, while throwing rice 
dumplings into the water. Although rice dumplings are 
sold all year round, to commemorate the festival, some 
families continue to make different varieties of rice 
dumplings, with tasty fillings, as festive food. 


Thaipusam 

A most fascinating, 
intriguing and important 
Hindu religious festival, 
Thaipusam attracts 
thousands of devotees and 
spectators. The three-day 
festival, which falls usually 
between late January and 
early February, honours 
the Hindu deity Lord 
Murugan. Prominent at 
this festival are devotees 
carrying the heavy 
wooden kavadi (an arched 
yoke), some of them 2- 
metres high, in fulfilment 
of vows made, in 
thanksgiving for prayers 
answered or in penance. 

In Kuala Lumpur, at 
about 4am on Thaipusam Eve, a colourful procession begins 
a 15km journey from the Sri Maha Mariamman Temple in 
Jalan Tun H.S. Lee to the Batu Caves at the city outskirts. 
In the procession are the bejewelled image of Lord Murugan 
in a silver chariot hauled by two bulls, priests, musicians 
and hundreds of devotees. On arrival at the Batu Caves 
about eight hours later, the 
image is lifted up the steep 
steps into the shrine inside 
the cave, where it remains 
until its return to the temple 
on the third day of the 
festival. 

On Thaipusam Day, 
drum beats and a carnival 
atmosphere prevail at the 
Batu Caves, now packed 
with devotees and 
spectators that can number 
close to a million. Kavadi 
bearers climb the 272 steep 
steps to the shrine. There are 
different types of kavadis, some hold a pot of fresh milk 
and others are embellished with flowers, 
sugarcane, coconut and peacock feathers. Some 
devotees fulfil their vows by piercing their cheeks 
and tongue with long skewers, or hook green 
limes or weights to their skin. Although it may 
appear gruesome to the spectator, the devotees, 
swaying to hypnotic drum beats, are in trance and 
feel no pain. 
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Deepavali 
On the fourteenth day of the Tamil month of 
Aipasi (between October and November) the 





Hindus celebrate Deepavali or the Festival of Lights, to 
commemorate the victory of good over evil. The celebration 
symbolises the victory of Lord Krishna over the demon King 
Narakasura, and marks the return of Rama after 14 years of 
exile. The word Deepavali comes from Dipa, meaning 
“light” and Gavali, meaning “a row”. Hence, Hindu homes 
feature “rows of light” from oil lamps or decorative lights 
as a symbol of purity to disperse the darkness, and that 
good should overcome evil. 

At dawn on 
Deepavali Day, Hindus 
take a ritual oil bath, a 
symbolic purification 
to mark a new 
beginning, followed by 
a visit to the temple to 
offer prayers or perform 
penance. Devotees 
sometimes break 
coconuts as a reminder 
to constantly fight 
against their egos and 
pride (represented by 
the hard shell of the 
coconut) so as to 
achieve rebirth in humbleness and purity (represented by 
the white flesh of the fruit). 

The entrance to a Hindu home is decorated with a 
‘kolam’, an intricate floral design on the ground to invoke 
the blessings of Lakshimi, the Goddess of Wealth. Traditional 
Indian dances are also performed during Deepavali and 
numerous types of festive food and sweets are specially 
made for the occasion. As is the tradition with other festivals 
in Malaysia, Hindus hold ‘Open House’ for friends and 
relatives to join in the festivities. 





Ponggal 

In Malaysia, Ponggalis a Hindu harvest festival around 
the second week of January. The day starts with the family, 
dressed in best clothes, gathered around a clay pot of fresh 
milk slowly boiling over, symbolising an abundance of 
God's peace and blessings. Rice is then cooked in the milk. 
Some families assemble around a display of fruits and 
flowers at dawn so that the first sight in the morning is 
that of natural beauty. The family then enjoys a vegetarian 
breakfast . Friends are often invited to celebrate Ponggal. 


Gawai 

An important event in Sarawak, the Gawai festival (1 
& 2 June) is an occasion for the traditionally rural people 
of the Land of the Hornbill’ to celebrate and be merry. 
Festivities in Sarawak come in May and June after the 
harvest, with the crops 
gathered and the rice threshed 
and milled. Neighbouring Iban 
longhouse communities invite 
one another and the townsfolk 
to join in their Gawai 
celebrations. From dawn to 
dusk, prayers are offered to 
ancient deities in thanksgiving 
and for assistance in the 
coming farming season. Ritual 
experts move up and down the 
whole length of the longhouse, 
chanting an invitation to the 
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gods to attend the 
Gawai. Meanwhile, 
members of the 
household, wearing 
rich traditional attire, 
celebrate with their 
guests, enjoying tuak, a 
potent Iban rice wine 
and festive food, and 
making merry with 
music on traditional 
musical instruments 
and doing the 
traditional ngajat 
dance. 

In the Bidayuh 
Gawai celebration, two 
sets of “Sanggar” or 
decorated bamboo and 
wood structures, one 
dedicated to the 
Creator and the other 
for stopping all evil and harm, form the focal point. The 
Bidayuh Gawai is divided into three main parts — the starting 
night, the Gawai Eve night and Gawai night. The whole 
preparation of the “Sanggar” is normally completed on the 
second day of the Gawai before noon. On the third day, 
men and women perform a special dance to the tune of 
various gong music, and “inyok” rice wine and Gawai 
delicacies are served. At about 8pm,the merry making 
reaches its climax, and unmarried young men and women 
venture out to look for their life partners. 





Ka'amatan 

On 1 May, Sabahans begin celebrating Pesta Ka'amatan 
or Harvest Festival, culminating in the state-level celebration 
on 30 - 31 May. Essentially a tribal practice of the Kadazan 
Dusun and Murut groups, the festival is to honour and give 
thanks to the Rice Spirit, Bambaazon, an omnipotent source 
of life and existence, for yet another bountiful year. The 
belief is that without rice, there is no life, hence Bambaazon 
is revered in the rice plant, the rice grain and the cooked 
rice. 

An essential part of the Harvest Festival ceremonies is 
the home-coming of Bambaazon, which includes the 
Magavau ceremony, a ritual performed by the Bobohizans, 
the high priests or high priestesses, ending with food 
offerings to the Bambaazon and festivity for all. There is a 
pageant to select the Harvest Queen that owes its origin to 
Huminodun, the only child and daughter of Kinoingan or 
Minamangun, the Almighty Creator, who sacrificed her so 
that his people would have food. The maiden who has the 
honour of being selected is said to bear a semblance to 
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Huminodun. 

During this festival, traditional costumes are 
worn and the carnival stretches from daybreak till 
late at night. Gong competitions, cultural 
performances and traditional sports like arm 
wrestling, finger wrestling, buffalo races and tug- 
of-war are organised. ‘Tapai’ or home-made rice 
wine and traditional festival delicacies are 
generously served. 


Christmas & New Year 

Christmas in tropical Malaysia has to be the 
most fascinating in the world, as Santa prepares to 
parasail down on to the palm-fringed beach, or jet- 
ski in across the blue waters to distribute gifts to 
the children! It’s a month-long season of јоу in 
December, as streets in the main cities are beautifully lit 
up with decorative lights, and hotels, malls and department 
stores turn into a magical fairyland with their beautiful 
Christmas trees and festive decorations. Hotel restaurants 
serve Christmas and New Year’s specialties and stage festive 
parties. Popular holiday resorts tend to be full around this 
time. It's also a great 
time to shop for gifts as 
it’s Mega Sale Carnival 
in Malaysia. 

Christian homes 
are decked with festive 
Christmas trimmings. 
Carolling and church 
services are held, and 
there is much partying 
and merry-making. In 
the spirit of goodwill to 
all, Malaysian 
Christians invite friends 
to their homes to 
celebrate Christmas. A 
Christmas lunch or 
dinner in Malaysia would normally feature local favourites, 
such as roast chicken, lamb, curry, salads, noodles and 
cakes. Since Christmas is a time of giving and sharing, 
various organisations hold Christmas parties to bring festive 
cheer to the needy or disadvantaged. Penang stages both 
Christmas and New Year carnivals annually, which are a hit 
with both locals and foreigners. And soon, with more 
partying, the countdown to the New Year will begin.

Festa de San Pedro and Festa de San Juang 

The most popular and unique celebration of the 
Portuguese-Eurasian community of Malacca, Festa de San 
Pedro (or Feast of Saint Peter, the patron saint of fishermen), 
originated during the Portuguese era in Malacca and has 
survived some 400 years. This festival features both 
religious and social aspects. Highlights are often a Boat 
Decoration Competition and a float procession 
from Porta Santiago to the gaily-decorated 
Portuguese Settlement, the focal point, where 
there are entertainment and cultural 
performances in the evenings, as well as games 
and sports during the day. The festival attracts 
thousands, and is also an excellent opportunity 
to sample traditional Malacca Portuguese culinary 
delights. 

Preceding Festa de San Pedro is Festa de San 
Juang (or Feast of Saint John the Baptist). It is the 
tradition of the Portuguese-Eurasian community 
to wear green clothing during this feast, while 
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Festa de San Pedro and Festa de San Juang 





fishermen don green pyjamas. Visitors to the Portuguese 
Settlement will notice the houses there lighted up with 
candles at about 7pm during this festival.

Cape Rachado, also known 
as Tanjung Tuan, is a well-known 
migratory bird sanctuary that has an 
ancient 16th century lighthouse built by 
the Portuguese to guide ships to 
Malacca. The 150-year old Kota Lukut 
was the fort of Raja Jumaat, a 19th 
century Bugis warrior. Visitors to the Jelita 
Ostrich Show Farm, set in beautiful 
countryside near Seremban, can see the 
hatching process and ride an ostrich with 
a certificate to prove it! At the Pedas Hot 
Spring & Waterpark, the warm spring 
water flows through to all rides, the spa 
pool and submerged reflexology walk.

Getting There : 


PD is about 1hr 30min from Kuala 
Lumpur, 1hr from KL International 
Airport and 3hr 30min from Singapore 
on the North-South Expressway, and 
then via the Seremban- PD expressway. 
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Meet the Elephants and the Seladang 
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he majestic elephant is both 
fascinating and fearsome, maybe 
because of its massive size. 
Perhaps the nearest that most people 
can get to the elephant is at the circus 
or at an elephant show, where some 
lucky ones may have manaqed to qet 
an elephant ride. Amusing or exotic 
these experiences may be, they are no 
match for a hands-on visit to the 
Malaysian Elephant Sanctuary at Kuala 
Gandah, Lanchang in central Pahang. 
Set within the Krau Wildlife Reserve 
in the rainforest, and managed by the 
Malaysian Department of Wildlife and 
National Parks, the Kuala Gandah 
Malaysian Elephant Sanctuary is the first 
of its kind in the region to offer an 
educational introduction to the 
elephant. There are no elephant shows 
here as this is not an entertainment 
arena. Rather, visitors get to learn about 
the elephant, and the role of some of 
them, in its natural habitat - the jungle. 
Visitors first watch a video on the 
relocation of elephants from areas 
earmarked for development and into 
National Park wildlife sanctuaries. The 
difficult process involves not only a team 
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of wildlife wardens but also a trained 
elephant that assists in calming those 
elephants being relocated, ‘mothering 
them” as it were. 

Then it is off to the jungle clearing, 
where from between the giant tropical 
rainforest trees, out troop three junior 
elephants with their trainers to meet us. 
Aged between six and 12 years, they 
are being trained to help in the elephant 
relocation process, and will eventually 
take over from the seniors when they 
retire. But for now, though they stand 
taller than many of us at between six to 
nine feet, they are still kids, and they love 
the attention visitors shower on them. 
We're encouraged to touch and pat 
them, and despite its thick skin, the 
elephant's body feels soft and warm. 

When it's bath-time for the 
elephants, we follow them to the river. 
Visitors are invited to help bathe them, 
but it seems more play-time than bath- 
time! Scrambling up the elephant's wide 
back in the water is no easy task, 
especially when it decides to roll 
sideways, much to the amusement of all, 
including the elephant! The trainers are 
on hand to assist visitors who wish to 
ride the elephant in the river. 
Naturally, for being such good kids, 
the elephants get a reward, and 
they happily gobble up the 
bananas and sugarcane the visitors 
bring. 

Sharing the Krau Wildlife Reserve 
is a herd of seladang gaur (bos 
gaurus hubbaki), kept for a 
breeding programme at the 
Jenderak Seladang and Deer 
Sanctuary. The seladang, an 
endangered species in Malaysia, is 
considered the largest of the true 
cattle and even bigger than the

American bison. Few people know much 
about the sensitive and nocturnal 
seladang as its natural habitat is in virgin 
jungle in Taman Negara (National Park), 
and at the slightest disturbance, it will 
run and hide. 

Access to Jenderak, as it is for the 
elephant sanctuary, is via a narrow tarred 
road through the rainforest - a perfect 
introduction to a wildlife experience. In 
each large pen graze a male, several 
females, and a few young seladang, each 
with name. Our guide calls out their 
names, and they amble up close to the 
fence to look at us, yet keeping a safe 
distance. We're told the lead female 
seladang is in charge of each pen, and 
females tend to be fiercer than the 
males! Visiting the wildlife sanctuaries is 
surely informative and fun. m

Timber beauties on Keruing Trail 





HE FOREST RESEARCH INSTITUTE 

OF MALAYSIA (FRIM) in Kepong on 
the outskirts of Kuala Lumpur city is a 
fascinating cameo of the lush tropical 
rainforests of Malaysia. The Visitor 
Information Centre gives a glimpse of 
over 70 years of forest information and 
there are many trails and arboretums, 
e.g., fruit trees, conifers and 
ethnobotanical garden, to explore. 
Guide services are available (RM80 for 
a one-hour nature tour for a 40 pax 


ONSISTING OF MATA AYER FOREST 

Reserve and Wang Mu Forest, the 
5,000 hectare-Perlis State Park offers a 
variety of attractions unigue to it. 
Stretching along the western border of 
Perlis, the Park is situated on the 
Nakawan Range. This is the longest 
continuous range of limestone hills in the 
country, with beautiful, heavily forested 
slopes, sheer cliff faces separated by 
enclosed valleys called "wangs", streams 
and an extensive cave system ranging 
from narrow passageways to huge 
chambers. The limestone is of the Setul 
Formation, which is about 500 million 





group). 

The popular Keruing 
Trail, taking its name from 
the Dipterocarp species 
known as “Keruing” in 
Malay, which dominates 
along the trail, goes through 
one of the oldest plantations 
in FRIM and introduces 
some of Malaysia’s most 
important timber trees. A 
30-min walking trail 
(including stops), it starts 
from a clump of giant 
bamboo near the fish pond 
and exits near the library. 
There are 26 numbered stations, some 
with illustrations of fruit, trunk base, 
and leaf. Information on the trees at 
the numbered stations can be found 
in the trail pamphlet. 

In 1926, foresters began 
reclaiming abandoned farming land 
around the Keruing Trail, first planting 
so called “nurse trees” to protect the 
soil and leguminous plants to improve 
its fertility. Later they planted timber 
tree seedlings on the improved soil 


years old — older than the dinosaurs!. 

In the forests are many rare species 
of ginger, ferns, balsams and other 
Malaysian plant species found only here. 
The White Meranti-Gerutu Seasonal 
Forest of Malaysia, where trees shed their 
leaves during the dry season, and the 
Stumped Tail Macaque are also only 
found here. Other animal life in the 
forests include Serows, Panthers and six 
species of Hornbills 

The Heritage Trail, an old footpath 
linking Wang Kelian, a Malay village and 
and Kaki Bukit, a quiet town of Chinese 
ex-tin miners and their descendents, has 
significant historical and botanical 
values. The surrounding areas of 
Wang Mu and Wang Tangga used 
to be the only place in Malaysia 
where tin was extracted from 
caves and remains of the old tin 
mines can still be found in some 
of the caves. 

Other attractions are Wang Burma 
Cave, an adventure cave; the 
Viewing Tower, Timah Tasoh Lake, 
Bukit Chabang - Perlis’ Twin Peaks, 
kayaking on Meranti Lake located 
in a scenic valley, and Kasih 
Waterfall. Trekking up the 733m- 
high Mt. Perlis, the northernmost 
point of Peninsular Malaysia 


and in the shade of the established 
cover. The oldest trees are now about 
70 years old and the grassy fields once 
more turned into a forest.
